2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  seventh 
section  of  a  certain  other  supplement  to 
said  act,  which  supplement  w«s  approved 
March  twenty-eighth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  aud  seventy-three,  be  and  is  hereby 
amended  by  repealing  the  words  “twenty- 
five,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words

letter  of  recommendation  to  the  collector  of
